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Less Feed From the Sack 


By P. E. NEWMAN 


During the war we were favored 
with a successon of bumper crops. 
Last year’s crop was a good one too. 
How then can there be any danger of 
a feed shortage? Yet many farmers 
are worrying about running out of 
feed. 

What is the true situation? First, 
we must remember that we went into 
the war with large reserves of grains 
and other feedstuffs. This over- 
supply had been a headache for 
years. At the encouragement of our 
government we went all out for the 
production of milk, eggs and meat. 
Price ceilings on feeds and livestock 
products were set so as to encourage 
the use of our feed supplies for the 
production of livestock. Livestock 
numbers, particularly hogs and poul- 
try, increased sharply. Finding feed- 
ing exceptionally profitable farmers 
increased their rate of feeding per 
animal. Our naational granary was 
drawn upon and finally depleted. For 
two years now instead of a trouble- 
some surplus of grains it has been 
touch and go between their supply 
and the livestock demands for them 
—this in spite of bumper crops and 
large imports from Canada. 


So far we have squeezed by with 


year could be serious, particularly in 
so-called feed deficit areas, such as 
the west coast and the northeast, 
where large quantities of grains are 
normally shipped in. Our nation’s 
feed crop last fall was slightly 
smaller than in the previous year. 
Corn was generally immature and 
high in moisture. In some areas 
farmers estimate that 1% bushels of 
it are required to supply the feeding 
value of a bushel of normal corn. We 
have committed ourselves, and right- 
fully so, to make large exports of 
wheat to the war-ravaged and hun- 
gry countries of Europe. To do this, 
wheat used in livestock feeds is being 
restricted. By government order 
our wheat millers are changing 
their milling process so that 80% 
rather than the normal 71% of the 
wheat will go into flour, thus re- 
ducing by one-third the amount of 
bran and middlings available for 
feed. By mutual agreement feed- 
stuffs, which we would normally im- 
port from Canada and South Amer- 
ica, are going to Europe, Our 
available supplies for feeding are 
definitely lower for this feeding year.

Such a pasture will support 30 pounds of milk daily with only a small feed- 
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continued strong demand for all live- 
stock products. OPA ceiling prices 
continue to encourage the production 
of livestock by making it more profi- 
table to feed than to sell feedstuffs 
from the farm. This is particularly 
true of feeding corn to hogs. Hog 
numbers are slightly above a year 
ago and the hogs are being grown 
to excessive weights for marketing. 
The result — so far in this feeding 
year 10% more total feeds have been 
used than were fed in the same 
period last year. 


It does not take a brilliant satis- 
tician to figure out that we cannot 
keep this up for the rest of the year. 
Yet, with the exception of egg and 
poultry meat prices temporarily fall- 
ing below ceilings, there is nothing to 
encourage the reduction of livestock 
numbers or the rate of livestock 
feeding except fear of a feed short- 
age itself. During a feed shortage 
the livestock producer in the area 
where feed is grown has every ad- 
vantage. He is where the feed is, 
most price ceilings automatically 
give truckload buyers a_ priority 
over carload purchasers, and he and 
his feed supplier, if they wish, can 
much more readily evade or ignore 
price ceilings and government orders 
in securing their requirements. 


Thus, the present outlook is not 
good and it is particularly gloomy 
for farmers in the feed deficit areas. 
It is too late for this year to argue 
what is wrong or to expect any ap- 
preciable help from an increasing 
number of government feed orders. 
It is a question of what you as an in- 
dividual dairyman, can do to save 
feed and protect yourself. 


In answering this question, a sec- 
ond problem must be kept fully in 
mind. Increased milk production is 
going to be needed next fall. It is 
estimated that 10% more fluid milk 
will be required next November than 
we produced last November. 


We as dairymen have a greater 
opportunity than other livestock 
producers to make up for the less 
feed that will be coming from the 
sack by increasing the amount com- 
ing from our fields. Cattle are the 
most efficient of all animals in using 
pasture, hay and silage. We should 
make the most of this. I would like 
to make ten suggestions that I think 
you should consider working into 
this year’s program on your farm.

10-Point Program 

1. Lengthen the grazing season 
of your permanent pasture by fertil- 
izing at least a part of it. Early 
spring application is essential. [t 
is particularly desirable to select a 
pasture lot that is firm and dry go 
that it can be turned on early. Fertj- 
lize with a nitrogen-rich fertilizer. 
This will make the lot ready fop 
grazing a week or ten days earlier 
than otherwise. Use 200 pounds of 
sodium nitrate of 700 pounds of 
7-7-7 fertilizer or its equivalent per 
acre. 


2. Increase pasture yields through 


rotational grazing. If your pastures 
are not now divided into lots, you 
can easily do so with electric fence. 
ing. You should have three or four 
lots. After turning on a lot, pas- 
ture it down and then turn on an- 
other: Do not pasture the first lot 
again until its growth has been re- 
stored. The leaf is the factory of the 
plant. Pasturing close with no 
chance for recovery does not give 
the pasture plant sufficient leaf sur- 
face for normal growth. 

3. Provide supplementary summer 
pasture. Sudan grass is the most re- 
liable summer pasture in dry sea- 
sons. Seed one-third acre per cow. 
Prepare the soil as for corn and seed 
25 to 30 pounds per acre just after 
corn planting time. Be careful to 
make a shallow seeding—about % 
inch and in good shape before seed- 
ing. Turn on when the sudan grass 
is knee-high. There is some danger 
of poisoning if pastured after a frost. 

Using one or two of your meadows 
for summer grazing rather than for 
a second cutting of hay will also 
help greatly at the time when per- 
manent pasture yields are at their 
low point. 

4. Provide hay in a hay rack, 
either in the barn lot or pasture 
whenever the cow will eat it during 
the pasture season. 

5. Secure maximum feeding value 
from your hay. The old story of 
early cutting to increase feeding 
value has added meaning this year. 
Top-quality, early-cut hay, compared 
to low-quality, late-cut hay, can save 
as much as six to eight pounds of 
grain daily per cow. Early spring 
fertilization will increase your hay 
yield and quality and make legumes 
less subject to winter killing next 
winter. 

For timothy or mixed hay mead- 
ows, 700 pounds per acre of a 7-7-7 
fertilizer or its equivalent are recom- 
mended. For meadows made up en- 
tirely or largely of legumes, 500 
pounds of 0-12-12 or its equivalent 
are recommended. 

6. Grow more than a normal 
amount of oats and barley. In some 
areas much of the wheat did not get 
seeded last fall due to wet weather. 
This land can be used for spring 
grains. These will supply bedding 
for the herd and make additional 
grains available to supplement your 
feed supply during the late summer 
and fall when the overall feed short- 
age may be at its worst. 

7. Reduce gradually the amount 
of grain fed your yearling heifers 
from now until they go on pasture.

The famed Lauxmont herd of Hol- 
steins came to the end of the road 
in a dispersal sale on March 11-12 
at the farms near Wrightsville, Pa. 
Founded in the early ’30’s, this herd 
has made a constructive contribution 
to the progress of the breed. Here 
Montvic Rag Apple Netherland made 
most of the record that rates him 
among the top sons of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst. Here also Admiral 
Lauxmont, son of New York Belle, 
made his record as a breed improver, 
which was rather strikingly demon- 
strated in the sale. Later came Safe- 
master, show son of Dunloggin Wood- 
master and Lauxmaster, still-to-be- 
proved son of Dunloggin Confident 
out of Dunloggin Mistress Queen. 
Here were made many state records 
of production and several that held 
National Championships. Founder 
S. Forry Laucks spared no expense 
in securing foundation animals nor 
in their development. Following the 
death of Mr. Laucks in 1943, the 
herd passed through other and more 
speculative hands, so that the dis- 
persal last month was not quite rep- 
resentative of Mr. Laucks’ life work. 
A reduction sale was held in 1944 
in which 128 head were sold for an 
average of $533; others were sold 
at private treaty. Accordingly, the 
final offering comprised an unusual- 
ly large percentage of cows advanced 
in years and blemished in udder. 
These in many cases were excellent 
breeding propositions and were in 
demand, though at a discount which 
was reflected in the general average. 

The sale was held in a tent er- 
ected in the large court yard. The

crowd was immense, particularly 
the first day, and totally overflowed 
the accommodations. The first day 
Was windy, raw and uncomfortable, 
the second an almost perfect early 
spring day. Sale Manager R. Austin 
Backus announced at the opening 
that the cattle had been purchased 
of the former owner by Earl Groff 
and himself and would be repre- 
sented by them. Dr. Wilson Hau- 
brich had made a careful inspection 
of all animals as to soundness, preg- 
nancy, ete., and the cards were all 
laid on the table. Mr. Backus offi- 
ciated as auctioneer, assisted by C. 
B. Smith and Earl Groff. 


Buyers from Eleven States 

The buyers’ list shows’ eleven 
states represented. These were 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Nw York, 
New Hampshire, Connecticut, New 
Jersey, Maryland, West Virginia, 
Missouri and Pennsylvania. Largest 
buyer was Dr. Harry L. Weaver, 
Alliance, Ohio, who secured 20 head 
for a total of $14865. These in- 
cluded the herd sire, Lauxmaster, 
who was the sire or service sire of 
well over half the animals sold. 
Showing a little lame, he was sold at 
the bargain price of $3500. We un- 
derstand he will be used also by 
Frank Baughman, Alliance, and 
Glenn Shreve, Damascus, who are 
already cooperating in the use of 
several outstanding sires. This was 
the high price of the sale. 


Top price for females was $2250 
paid by Butterfly Farms, Mexico, N. 
Y., for Lauxmont Rag Apple Rose- 
leen, a 6-year-old daughter of Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Netherland and Col- 
antha Rose Mooie, twice above 1000 
Ibs. and former National Champion 
in 305 days, 3X. Roseleen herself 
has a 2'%-year-old record of 681.9 
lbs. fat, 4.7%. Second high female 
was Lauxmont Admiral Mayfair, a 
daughter of Admira! Lauxmont, pur- 
chased at $1725 by Glenn L. Ban- 






croft, Flint Mich. These Admiral 
Lauxmont daughters were a grand 
lot of cows. 

Sam J. 
Ohio, 


Johnson, West Chester, 
bought the 4-year-old herd 
sire, Lauxmont O Rose Lad, for 
$850. His daughters were extra 
promising, and Mr. Johnson bought 
the top one at $1625. 

Thomas N. Nagle, Webster, N. Y., 
was on the hunt for Rag Apples and 
secured several daughters of Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Netherland, including 
his famed show daughter, Lauxmont 
Rag Apple Starlight, at $600. 

Much interest centered in the 
herd sire, Glenafton Rag Apple 
Mark. While he had sired a few 
calves both at Glenafton in Canada 
and after coming to Lauxmont, he 
had not made a satisfactory record 
of fertility. Dr. Haubrich held out 
some hope that Mark might again 
become fertile, but he was sold with- 
out any guarantees in that respect. 

Sarl Groff, Strasburg, Pa., gambled 
$1150 on the outcome.

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GENERAL VIEW OF SILVIS FARMS AND HERD 


The Silvis Herd In Pennsylvania 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


One of the few herds to bring out 
two 1000-lb fat cows in a single year 
—and good enough from top to bot- 
tom to lead all herds in the Herd 
Test in the “4X-3X”’ classification— 
that’s Silvis Farms, Inc., Greensburg, 
Penna. While I have known several 
of the Silvis boys, and their late 
father, Mr. J. H. Silvis, for several 
years, it was not until January 1946 
that I ever had the opportunity to 
visit their place. 

My arrival, a little later in the day 
than expected after a heart-warming 
visit with John Bell and a once-over 
of the Jonabell herd, brought me to 
Greensburg about 5:30 p. m. of the 
coldest day of the winter in Western 
Pennsylvania. Glenn Silvis met me 
at the bus terminal, which is located 
in the Silvis Farm’s Dairy Store in 
Greensburg, and we enjoyed a fried 
ham dinner at his home at the farm. 
Their two boys, Billie and Dickie, 5 
and 1, are just about the same age 
as Ted’s boys, Peter and Johnnie. It 
was a fitting prelude to our round 
of the barns and a quick once-over 
of a herd you are going to be hear- 
ing more about. 

We published in August 1941 a 
fine story by Jessie Kurtz entitled 
Silvis Farms—a Family Corporation. 
A lot of progress has been made here 
since that report. We will refresh 
the memories of our readers a bit re- 





garding the background before go- 
on to describe the present herd. 

The late Mr. J. H. Silvis, Sr., 
started farming in 1897 on a rented 
farm. In 1914 he bought his present 
farm and two years later started re- 
tailing his milk. That end of the bus- 
iness has constantly grown and ex- 
panded until they now operate 19 
milk routes and sell 2,000 gallons 
a day, on the routes and through 
their dairy store. Of this they pro- 
duce about 200 gallons and purchase 
the rest from selected dairy farms. 
They have very modern dairy equip- 
ment, and were pioneers in putting 
our Homogenized Vitamin D Milk. It 
is constantly growing in popularity. 
Ice cream, cottage cheese and other 
dairy products of their own manu- 
facture are also in wide demand. 


Mr. and Mrs. Silvis raised a large 
family—seven girls and four boys, 
and all have been brought up to use- 
ful work. In order to simplify the 
set up to provide a share in the busi- 
ness for all of them, Silvis Farms 
were incorporated in 1931. Since the 
death of Mr. Silvis, Sr., in 1941, his 
widow has held the office of Presi- 
dent of the Corporation. They all 
work harmoniously with a business 
big enough to provide responsibilit- 
ies for all. Jonn, the oldest son, is 
manager of the retail milk depart- 
ment; J. H. Jr. is plant manager, and

Blansett, one of the sisters whose 
husband is still in the service, runs 
the store. W. Glenn, the youngest of

the brothers is Herd Manager, 
Leonard George, Jr., a brother-in-law 
is herdsman. One of the sisters igs q 
camera expert and does the picture 
taking for the business. It is a fine 
example of a harmonious smooth 
working family corporation. 





The boys in the barn were just get- 
ting ready for the evening milking of 
the 3-timers, which includes all of 
the herd except three which are on 
4X AR test. They feel that the extra 
production on 3X milking well re- 
pays the effort, particularly with 
their fine market. 


Their new herd average for last 
year had just come through, and 
Glenn was justly proud of it. The 
figures for 27 cows (2 on 4X; 25 on 
3X) were 550 lbs fat, 3.8%, 14355 
lbs milk. This just nosed out Penn 
State College for the honor of top 
place in the rather limited number of 
herds milked 4X-3X. It follows two 
other years with averages of 547.7 
and 525.7 lbs, which is a fine show- 
ing for three consecutive years. Both 
of the 4-timers of.last year exceeded 
the 1000-lb fat mark; both are on 
test again, with one more, and they 
have high hopes of cracking the 1000 
lb mark three times more this year.

The $551 average for the Foxhome 
herd, dispersed on March 18, indi- 
cated somewhat the esteem in which 
breeders far and wide held this well- 
known breeding establishment. It is 
the highest averaging dispersal thus 
far reported for the year, displacing 
Lauxmont from this distinction, sold 
the week before for an average of 
$513 (reported elsewhere in this 
issue). An attendance of over 1100 
from twelve states thronged the 
building on Foxhome Farm No. 1, 
at Sycamore, Ill., and 49 breeders in 


’ Ohio, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Indiana, 


Iowa, West Virginia and the home 
state of Illinois were successful bid- 
ders on the 83 members of this splen- 
did herd. The sale was managed 
by A. W. Petersen, Oconomowoc, 
Wis., and sold by auctioneers J. E. 
Mack, Ft. Atkinson, Wis., and C. B. 
Smith, Pinconning, Mich. 

The herd was founded by the own- 
er, Mr. George A. Fox, long a leader 
in Holstein affairs, both in Illinois 
and nationally. It has for many 
years been developed in DHIA and 
HIR work, and an average of over 
500 lbs. was promising for the cur- 
rent year. The herd, young and in 
ite prime, had many heifers in the 
200 to 700-lb. range. Thirty head 
selling had HT records and accounted 
for $16,670 of the sale total. 

The blood of the Bronze Medal 
Proven Sire, Carnation Homestead 
Mooie, predominated throughout the 
herd, with 39 of his sons and daugh- 
ters selling for a total of $18;185. 
“Mooie”’ himself, now eight years 
old, sold for $1625 to Dr. and Mrs.

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Delegate Election 


Ballots for each state are now in the hands of mem- 
bers for the election of delegates to the 61st Annual 
Covention of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. Nominations totalled 660, which is the largest num- 
ber in any year since the delegate system was adopted 
in 1922. Four states—Arkansas, Florida, Louisiana 
and Tennessee failed to make nominations. The remain- 
ing states will elect a total of 134 delegates, who will 
carry on the business of the Association at Rockford, 
Ill. on June 5, 1946. 

The period for voting is 20 days, the ballot closing 40 
days before the convention, or on April 27. 

Members are urged to vote promptly, and make the 
election truly representative. The Convention will be an 
important one with eight directors, or half of the Board 
membership to elect. We do not yet have the complete 
agenda, but many matters of moment are anticipated for 
discussion and decision. Full details will be presented 
in the World next month. 





File Amendments By April 27 

Attention is called to the closing date for acceptance 
of proposed amendments to the by-laws, or resolutions 
desired to be included in the call for the Annual Con- 
vention of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 
The by-laws specify 40 days before the convention, which 
would be April 27, as we figure it. 

As two years have elapsed since the last convention, 
it would seem that members might have in mind a num- 
ber of subjects upon which convention action is desired. 

We take this opportunity to invite presentation of 
these matters through the columns of the World so that 
full discussion may be had among the breeder groups at 
home for the guidance of their delegates. Ordinarily the 
official notice of meeting is not issued in time to make 
an issue earlier than our second May number, 24% weeks 
before the convention date, which does not allow much 
time for local groups to get together for study and dis- 
cussion. 

We are quite impressed with the wisdom of the 
Canadian procedure here. Proposais for by-laws changes 
generally clear through the Board of Directors, which 
meets in November. Two full months are thus allowed 
for discussion of these problems at county club winter 
meeting, which are held regularly in December and Janu- 
ary, with the annual meeting coming in February. We 
have been amazed at the crystallization of breeder senti- 
ment which takes place by this means even on subjects 
that ordinarily appear to be quite controversial. 

The Canadian Board, which comprises 26 members, 
is elected every year for one year terms, which makes for 
responsiveness to breeder wishes. 


Spring Cleanup 

“Tidy housekeeping” around the farm pays dividends 
not only in appearance and satisfaction, but also prevents 
many accidents and forestalls many costly fires. 


The National Fire Protection Association, which is 
this year celebrating its 50th Anniversary, is sponsoring 
the annual spring cleanup and fix-up campaign with the 
cooperation of the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture and the 
State Agricultural Extension services. 

They suggest that in addition the usual spring clean- 
ing be expanded to include inspection of heating plants 
from fire pot to chimney and the correction of anything 
which shows need of repair. Careful inspection should 
also be made of lightning rods to make sure connections 
are tight and all electrical equipment should also be 
checked as a part of this program. Frayed extension 
cords should be replaced, dust and cobwebs cleaned away 
from fuse boxes, motors and other electrical devises. 

While you are at it why not fix up those little things 
around the place which are potential causes of accidents 
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and which you may have long recognized and intended 
to get at some rainy day. 

A concerted effort along this line will reduce the ve 
poor record which the farming industry has both in the 
matter of accidents and in fires. 

The National Fire Protection Association cites Sta- 
tistics showing that the farm and rural fires destroyeq 
$185,000,000 of farm property in 1945 which is more 
than a third of the total U. S. fire loss. The NFPA re. 
port adds that “at least 85 to 90% of this fire loss could 
have been prevented by practicing common sense, con- 
stant vigilance and by adopting sensible precautions”, 

Incidentally this spring cleaning business is a fine 
project for 4-H clubs to adopt and we understand that 
many of them are taking it up in an organized way, 


Enlightened Selfishness

space in his feature article this week entitled “Less Feed 
from the Sack’’. At first glance, this might appear to be 
queer advice for a feed company Dairy Specialist to give, 

On further consideration you realize that the modern 
trend of our successful feed companies is to realize that 
their own future is closely allied with the success of the 
industry they serve. A prosperous dairy industry makes 
better customers in the long run than an industry that is 
struggling along with uneconomic practices fostered by 
selfish advice. 

Call this modern trend enlightened selfishness, if you 
wish, based upon the premise that the prosperity of our 
industry will be reflected in prosperity for those who 
serve it. 

Read Paul Newman’s article, and see if you do not 
agree with us that it is pretty sound and practical advice 


for dairymen to apply to their own problems of herd 
management.

Frost was 
born in Aalborg, 
Denmark, May 4, 
1877, coming’ to 
this country at the 
age of 15. He 
came to Nebraska 
in 1903 and two 
years later was em- 
ployed by Prof. A. 
L. Haecker to care 
for the University 
of Nebraska herd. He stayed at the University four years 
and after various dairy employment in 1917 he was 
employed as manager of Woodlawn Dairy, Lincoln, 
which, at that time had a grade dairy herd. A large 
herd of purebred Holsteins was developed and enjoyed a 
national reputation both in production and in the show 
ring. About a million pounds of milk annually was bot- 
tled in the milk plant on the farm and delivered by re- 
tail routes to the city of Lincoln. This herd was dis- 
persed in 1942 on account of Mr. Frost’s failing health. 
Since that time he has continued to operate the farm, 
raising hogs and feeding beef cattle. 

Mr. Frost for a number of years was President of 
the Nebraska Holstein-Friesian Association and probably 
did more in his lifetime to advance the cause of better 
dairy cattle in Nebraska than any other man.

A new National Champion senior 
four-year-old in the 305-day divis- 
ion on 2X is just announced by the 
Advanced Registry Office. She is 
Dellinger Colantha Wild Rose 2518- 
068, bred and owned by Clark Wm. 
Dellinger, Jeffersonville, Ind., whose 
good home-bred Holsteins have been 
cracking off State Records with con- 
siderable regularity for several years 
and who now crashes through with 
a national championship. 

Dellinger Colantha Wild Rose is 
credited with 812.8 lbs. fat from 20,- 
170 lbs. milk, 4% test, at 4 yrs. 6 


mos. on 2X, this in 305 days and 
carrying calf 193 days. She went 
on to finish her year with 902.3 


lbs. fat from 22,379 lbs. milk, 4.0%, 
which fat record is not only an In- 
diana State Record but ranks second 
for all time in the U. S. 

As national champion 305-day 
producer for her age and classifica- 
tion, she displaces Fishkill Steuben 
Aagie Sir May, whose record of 722.8 
Ibs. fat has headed the national list 
for mearly 14 years, having been 
completed in the summer of 1932 in 
the Fishkill herd of Henry Morgan- 
thau, Jr., at Hopewell.Junction, N. Y.

for water twice daily in winter re- 
gardless of weather. Her winter 
feed consists of ground corn, oats 
and barley, alfalfa meal, soy bean 
meal and salt, with high quality 
corn silage and pea green alfalfa 
hay. For summer feeding, she went 
to pasture with the rest of the herd, 
starting in early April on Balbo 
rye, then two weeks on winter oats 
and by the third week in May she 
was on Blue Grass. As the Blue 
Grass dried some, we turned the 
herd on alfalfa and timothy. From 
that time they were alternated on 
fresh alfalfa and Blue Grass until 
October. With this pasture we fed 
all the grain she would clean up and 
supplemented with alfalfa hay when 
needed. 


“She was never sick a minute and 
never missed a meal. She conceived 
on her first service to her brother, 
Dellinger Colantha Sir Admiral,: giv- 
ing birth to a splendid bull calf well 
within a month after the close of her 
year. She has already been bred 
again to Creston Twenty Grand, the 
Buth’s son of Pietje B. 

“Her highest daily milkrecord was 
85 lbs. which is nothing unusual but 
was made with 4% test and she pro- 
duced consistently throughout the 
year. She has already given us 
three sons and two daughters (one 
set of twins). She completes the 
fifth generation of females bred here 
on the farm, which affords me more 
pleasure than the record itself.

“George C. Schlosser, who man- 
aged and cared for her with the rest 
of the herd throughout the year, in- 
sisted on three principles, kind treat- 
ment, milking fast and on time and 
milking while she was eating. She 
was milked with a DeLaval milker 
the full test period.”

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A PANORAMA OF THE FARMSTEAD AT RIVERSIDE FARMS 


The Passing of Riverside 


York State’s oldest 
established herds is being sold at 
auction April 15. This is the River- 
side Farm herd established before 
the turn of the century by the late 
Judge O. U. Kellogg, and since his 
death, carried on by his long-time 
associate, Frank Wavle. Judge Kel- 
logg was president of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America from 
1906 to 1909, and its legal counsel 
from 1919 to his death in 1935. Mr. 
Wavle was manager for Judge Kel- 
logge for many years, and upon Mr. 
Kellogg’s death took over the place. 
He has been Treasurer of the State 
Association since “the memory of 
man runneth not to the contrary.” 


The background of the herd goes 
close to the foundation families of 
the breed. The first animal pur- 
chased was a daughter of the famous 
foundation cow, America, from the 
Yeomans herd. Others came from 
the Gerrit Miller herd. An early 
herd sire was Mercedes Julip’s Piet- 
ertje’s Paul, son of the first 29-lb. 
cow of the breed, and sire of the 
noted bull, King Segis. He was fol- 
lowed by Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline 
Count, oldest son of the first 34-lb. 
cow, Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline. 
This bull spent his whole lifetime at 
Riverside, and his homebred sons 
and grandsons carried on here for 
quite a long period.

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Overbrook Again Breaks 500 


For the eleventh time 
thirteen years of Herd Test, the 
great Overbrook Dairy herd at Essex 
County Hospital, Cedar Grove, New 
Jersey, has exceeded the 500-lb. 
mark. The figures, just reported to 
us by Supt. Mark H. Keeney, are 13,- 
756 lbs. milk, 3.7%, 503.1 lbs, fat. 
This is the largest number of cows 
Overbrook has ever had in Herd Test 
in any one year and without making 
an exhaustive check, we believe we 
are safe in saying it is the first time 
in the history of the herd Test that a 
herd of 90 head or more has aver- 
aged over 500 ibs. fat. 

It is also the first time that Over- 
brook has reached a herd average of 
3.7%. Starting in Herd Test in 
1933, for the first seven years the 
average test of the herd was either 
3.2, 3.3 or 3.4 each year. In 1940 they 
hit their first 3.5% test and in both 
1943 and 1944 they went to 3.6%, 
and finally in 1945 attained the goal 
ot 3.7, a full five points above their 
lewest mark which was made back 
in 1935. 


The best and clearest way to tell 
this story is to publish the year by 
year herd averages and let the fig- 








ures speak for themselves. Here 
they are:

No other herd approaching Over- 
brook in size comes anywhere near 
this average for either milk or fat in 
13 years of Herd Test work and we 
believe this statement can include 
all breeds. 

From the above figures it will be 
noted that starting with the unusual 
mark of 467 lbs. on 89 head the first 
year, practically every year showed 
an improvement over the one before 
until 1943, when war-time conditions 
began to take their toll. Of this con- 
dition, Mark Keeney writes: 

“Dairymen in the midwest and, 
in fact, any place except here in the 
heart of America’s arsenal can hard- 
ly appreciate the battle we have had 
just to stay in business. The labor 
situation has been almost impossible, 
buying nearly all our feed, as we do, 
we have often had to take whatever 
we could get and seldom could we 
get what we want. Recently the com- 
mercial grain mixture we are feed- 
ing has been very satisfactory. Most 
of the time hay has been of poor 
quality and it is an insult to any good 
dairy cow, help that never saw a cow 
before they came here and the lack 
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in theirof adequate amounts of beet pulp, 


all make you begin to appreciate 
what we are trying to state. A fur- 
ther factor in reducing the herd av- 
erage somewhat has been our sale 
of numerous top animals and the re- 
tention of blemished animals in the 
herd. This we do know, our herd 
today has more producing ability as 
a herd unit than in any’previous time 
in our history. Still, the records are 
high enough to ‘pass without apol- 
ogy.” ve - 

The Overbrook herd has. been 
classified every year for a long period 
of years, with the result that the 
milking herd today consists of 117 
head consisting of 6 Excellent, 44 
Very Good, 50 Good Plus, 17 Good 
and none in the two lowest brackets. 
Fhis gives the 117 head a score of 
83.8, unprecedented for a herd of 
this size. 


In the 1945 classification by Tom 
Elder, Essex Dandy Wallis was 
made Excellent to become the eighth 
daughter of her sire, North Star Jim 
Dandy, to receive this top rating. He 
now has more Excellent daughters 
than any other sire in the country. 
This same Dandy Wallis cow, inci- 
dentally, was also the high producer 
of the herd for 1945, with 842.7 lbs. 
fat from 20,745 lbs. milk as an 8-yr.- 
old to give her a six-lactation total 
of 119,168 lbs, milk, 4,581 lbs. fat. 

Three of the early foundation sires 
of the Overbrook Herd, King Sweet, 
North Star Jim Dandy and Bell Farm 
Suzone, were all Gold Medal Sires 
and all rated Very Good. The present 
senior sire, Dunloggin Design, is also 
a Gold Medal Sire and rated Excel- 
lent. 


Dunloggin Design now has 77 
daughters that have completed one 
lactation and their actual figures with 
first calf average 547.6 lbs. fat on 
2X. His best 44 two-year-old daugh- 


ters average over 600 lbs. fat and 


his 33 poorest producing two-year- 
old daughters average 477.5 lbs. fat, 
a figure which Mark Keeney consid- 
ers particularly significant, pointing 
out that many highly regarded sires 
cannot show as high an average on 
their 33 best daughters as Design 
does on his 33 poorest ones. His 91 
classified offspring consist of one Ex- 
cellent, 32 Very Good, 41 Good Plus, 
16 Good and one Fair-.for a score of 
practically 83—it is 82.9 if you want 
to spilt hairs. This is a really re- 
markable score for so large a num- 
ber of daughters, and including such 
a large percentage of two-year-olds. 


The 13 years of HIR testing at 
Overbrook were preceded by ten 
years of AR which culminated in 
making this the leading Honor List 
Herd in AR for 1932. Their years of 
testing have brought Overbrook no 
less than 66 with life-records above 
100,000 lbs. milk, a number unap- 
proached by any other herd of any 
breed in the world. Of the 66, nine- 
teen have from 150,000 to over 254,- 
000 lbs. and average 191,669 Ibs. 
while the two tops, Essex Susie Sweet 


and Essex Suzone April Belle ay 
well over 250,000 lbs. each. 

It is interesting to note that Bell 
Farm Suzone has 17 daughters over 
100,000 Ibs., King Sweet 14, North 
Star Jim Dandy 10, and the other 
25 by miscellaneous sires. 


The present breeding program at 
Overbrook calls for the continued 
use of Dunloggin Design as long as 
he is able to get calves, which every- 
one hopes will be many more years as 
he is but nine years old now. He is 
assisted in service by several of his 
sons from Suzone-Sweet or Dandy- 
Suzone-Sweet dams, practically all of 
these from the Belle family of cows, 

It will be interesting to watch the 
further progress of this herd as labor 
and feed conditions improve and as 
more of Design daughters reach ma- 
turity and more of the inbred and 
line bred Designs come to milk. Mark 
Keeney and his two main helpers, 
Art Curren and Neil Lepre should 
make plenty more Holstein and dairy 
history during the next few years,

Mr. McEachern informs us that 7 
cows have completed records of over 
100,000 lbs. of milk, and the figure 
stands at 13 cows if you include a 
year of private records made some 
years ago. Eleven of these cows 
were sired by “Old Champ” a grand- 
son of “37th’. “Old Champ” has 


passed on, but is succeeded by 
an 87%% “Champ’’, and a 50% 
“Champ”. These two bulls are now 


in service. 

There are nearly 200 head of eat- 
tle on the place — 95 milking — ang 
all have been bred on the place. Four 
of them have been classified ‘“Ex- 
cellent’’. 

On February 15th these cows were 
turned on winter grazing and will 
continue on same until late May, 
There are 70 acres of oats, rye 
grass, and crimson clover. Also 80 
acres of barley which may be grazed 
if needed or put into the silo a little 
later. The 70 acres above mentioned 
is divided into seven fields by means 
of electric fences and is grazed ro- 
tationally. This saves about $30 per 
day in feeding costs. Last year this 
herd used 480 tons of hay, the need 
for which this year, will be materi- 
ally reduced by winter grazing and 
field of new alfalfa.

HERD CLASSIFICATION 

In a recent group program of Herd 
Classification in New York State, 235 
animals were classified in seven dif- 
ferent herds. Of this number of ani- 
mals, 2 were classified Excellent, 
which is the highest rating an animal 
can receive under this type program. 
It is interesting to note that both 
excellent animals were found in the 
Same herd, that of Cortez J. Pells, 
Hillsdale, N. Y. There were 32 ani- 
mals classified Very Good; 156 Good 








Plus; 42 Good, and 3 Fair. This 
makes a general average for all 235 
animals classified as 81.7%, which 
is an exceptionally good average for 
an entire group. Please bear in mind 
that this is only a preliminary re- 
port, and is not official. Also, these 
figures are for animals classified in 
the group only, and may not be a 
true report of the entire herd or 
group because there may be other 
previously classified animals in these 
herds, that are not included in these 
figures. The official report will come 
sometime later from the Brattleboro 
office, and may vary slightly from 
this report. The following is a com- 
plete report of this group program 
conducted during the week of Febru- 
ary 11th. The official Inspector was 
Ward W. Stevens, Pennellville, N. Y. 





PROVED SIRES 


During January 24 proved sire 
records were received, each telling 
a story of the transmitting ability 
of a sire in the herd in which he 
had been used. The records used in 
proving these sires were those made 
in Dairy Herd Improvement Asso- 
ciations and submitted by the DHIA

Romeo Mistress went on to raise her 
previous record to 1047.4 lbs. fat, 
3.9% 26987 lbs. milk.

We all know the bull 
is half your future herd, but give him 
something decent to work with. Be- 
sides, he too, may like them young, 
beautiful, shapely and well devel- 
oped, Who knows?

“The weatherman makes every- 
body in the neighborhood want to 
plow at the same time, plant at the 
same time, and harvest at the same 
time so everyone has to have a com- 
plete line of equipment of his own be- 
cause he can’t borrow or rent it when 
he needs it. There isn’t much we can 
do about that. No one yet has been 
able to adjust his farm production so 
that he can use all his machinery the 
year around, but there is one thing 
we can adjust and that is the ANI- 
MAL HERD to the FEED SUPPLY. 
When these lush times are over and 
the chips are down, the farmer who 
raises all the roughage and grain he 
feeds will still be able to help reduce 
the national debt. These times when 
a good return can be had on most 
anything even if all the feed has to 
be purchased, may have made us 
careless. It’s time now to emulate 
the Scotchman who never pays out 
quite all he takes in and, if we can’t 
adjust our feed supply to the animal 
herd, better adjust the animal herd 
to the feed supply.

In addition to some saving of grain, 
the heifers will change more easiiy 
to spring pasture than if they are 
heavily fed on grain right up to pas- 
ture time. 

g. Feed concentrates to the milk- 
ing herd on the basis of production. 
Each cow should be fed all she needs 
to enable her to produce at her max- 
imum level, but do not waste feed 
by overfeeding low producers. 

9, Feed during the summer for 
full fall production. Cows that drop 
in production this summer cannot 
be brought back on full production 
next fall. Provide supplementary 
summer pasture, feed hay on pas- 
ture and feed adequate amounts of 
grain during the critical summer 
months when the cow would other- 
wise decrease her body reserve. 

10. Cull your low producers, »2- 
ing least severe on cows due to 
freshen in September, October and 
November.

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COMPULSORY VACCINATION 
IN CONNECTICUT 

Connecticut last year went all the 
way on calf vaccination by making it 
compulsory on all calves born in the 
state except those born in herds op- 
erating under the State and Federal 
Cooperative Test and Slaughter 
Plan. In those herds vaccination of 
calves is optional. The following 
press lease was sent out by Robert 
E. Foote, Commissioner on Domestic 
Animals of the State of Connecticut 
which will give the details of their 
plan of operation. 

The 1945 session of the General 
Assembly passed an act which re- 
quires that each calf raised in Con- 
necticut must be vaccinated against 
Bang’s disease after it has passed 
four months of age and before it 
becomes eight months old. The only 
exception allowed is if the owner is 
maintaining a herd under the State 
and Federal cooperative test pro- 
gram for the eradication of Bang’s 
disease he need not have his calves 
vaccinated unless he so desires. This 
act provides that any owner who re- 
fuses to have his calves vaccinated 
will not be permitted to move any of 
his animals from his premises ex- 
cept for slaughter unless they are 
negative to an official Bang’s dis- 
ease test. 

This vaccination service is fur- 
nished at no expense to the herd 
owner by the Commissioner on Do- 
mestic Animals. It has already been 
available on a voluntary basis for 
the last five years during which time 
more than 40,000 calves have been 
vaccinated. Check tests in herds 
which are made up largely of ani- 
mals which were calfhood vaccin- 
ated show very satisfactory results. 
The Federal government recom- 
mends calfhood vaccination and 
practically all of the states now rec- 
ognize the benefits derived from it. 
It is recommended that the months 
of December, April and August be 
the months that the owners have 
their calves vaccinated. 

It is suggested that each herd 
owner apply to the office of the 
Commissioner on Domestic Animals 
for this service, giving the number 
and age of calves which he has on 
hand at present and designating the 
veterinarian whom he prefers to be 
assigned for this work. 

This act provides also that all 
plate or rapid tests made for Bang’s 
disease shall be reported to this 
office as well as the test made at a 
laboratory. A further provision of 
the act is that any owner of any herd 
which is not wnder the State and 
Federal Test and slaughter plan 
may apply to the Commissioner for 
a blood test on his herd at State ex- 
pense for the purpose of determin- 
ing the extent of infection in his 
herd. No more than one test at 
State expense shall be made on any 
one herd in one year under this 
plan. The animals which react to 
this test need not be slaughtered, 
but when sold must go either for 
beef or into a herd the milk from 
which is being pasteurized.
